But of all my monastic adventures | 
think that the ones which Tinger longest 
in my memory are the days that [ sperit 

with my friend, the late Cecil Spring-Kice, 
afterwards British ambassador at Wash- 
ington, in wandering among the mois 
teries OF eastern Korea, 

And the reasons for my preference are 
these : 

First, the scenery. anil which these 
nonastic retreats are hidden 13 among: the 
most enchanting in the East. Indeed, 1 
may fairly be deseribed as one ‘of the 
little known beauty spots of the world. 

Secondiy, there was net the faintest 
masypuerade of piety among the great ma- 
jority of these rather seedy scamps, some 
af whom were quandam criminals of the 
deepest dve; and this invested them with 
an originality which, if not admirable, 
wis at least piquant. 

And, thirdly, I had the supreme siti- 
faction of. arresting an abbot and carrying 

him off, a captive of my bow and spear,

(Keijo). a distance of 
70 miles: but we devi- 
ated from the familiar 
track (which # railway 
now nearly parallels) to’ 
visit the monasteries to 
the east of the road, 

Tt was soon after pass- 
ing Namsan, 13. miles 
from Wensan, that we 
left the plain and plunged 
into the interior af a 
wooded Tange, the crim- 
son oof whose antumnnl 
maples pnd chestnuts 
lured like a dving Hame 
against the sky, 

Qur destination was the monnaster a) 
Syekwongsa, the chief or metropolitan 
monastic establishment in Korea, founded 
about 500 years ago, which T have not 
acen mentioned in the itinerary of other 
travelers: (see pmpge 957). 

The bridle-path—iur no road in Korea 
at that trie wes any more or better— 
followed the windings of a sylvan glen, 
down which hrawled a mountain strecun. 
On cither side were rocks: cn whose 
chiseled surface centuries of pilgrims had 
inscribed their panes ino hel) Chinese 
characters. 

In turn we passed the cemetery of the 
monks, marked bw lanternlike pallars of 
stone |p. 359). heavily taved resthouses 
built for visitors, antl a series of hideous 
painted wooden posts, cach terminating in

Our sheep wasn a floor stretched with 
oiled paper, as smooth and shining as 
marble; in the middle stood an altar and 
a Buddha behind glass. 

Daylight had not dawned before we 
Were ssc liv the peripatetic Prenat of 
an early monk, tipping a drut anmel simge- 
Ing A ieeubrious chant. Another began 
to clap-clap upon a brass gong. Presently 
the big drum on the platform over the 
entrance was beaten to a noisy tune, anid 
finally all the bells and gongs in the estab- 
lishment were set pong at once. 

We rose and dressed before on ape 
preciative crowd, whe toek an dverpower- 
Ing interest in our efuipment, and more

prosecuted by the court, whose official 
creed was Confucianism, No monk was 
aliowel ever to enter the gates of the 
cnpital: and the priests were degraded to 
the lowest class of the people ond were 
thandonedt by the population, whose bear. 
harism sought refuge in the todest and 
crest forms of demonolatry, Shannin- 
ism, and superstition, 

Some of the monasteries were de- 
strayed by fire; others fell into decay, 
The survivers, no longer the haunts of 
piety and devotion, beeame pleasure re- 
sorts, which were wetted by the upper 
classes for purposes of enjoyment, often 
cf the least reputable kira, while the 
monks themselves became the outcasts of 
aacety, oheted to lives of combined 
memlicaney, depravity, and indolence. 

Prom this clowd the Rorean cloister 





has never recovered. At the tome of ty 
Visit Ws recruits were, with few exceéep- 
tions, drawn from the ne’er-do-wells ane 
wastrels of society, Tefupees Irom jts- 
tice, the victims of official persecution, 
plensure-seekers of every description, 
protigates aticl papers, destitute: aril 
orphans—any, in. fact, who wanted a 
safe retreat and a quiet ite. Here and

The popularity of the goldfish aa a

The goldfish belongs to the Carp 
Minnow, fanuly (Cyprinide), which | 
several thotssit| memlnrs, with repre- 
aentatives-in nearly all temperate and 
tropical parts of the world, The Cyprin- 
ide are mou muimeronus in Asia and 
North America and.are one of the most 
important of fish families to the human 
rate, 

The wild fsh from which the numer- 
ous cultivated varieties of goldtish have 
been derived is a plain, tmeonspicuons 
species, without any suggestion of the 
remariable possibilities: af development 
in form and color to which it has proved 
susceptilile The body is moderately 
elongated ond compressed, and covered 
with large, coarse scales: the fins are reln- 
tively small ; the color is plain olivacenis: 
A length af from eaght to twelve mehes 
iS attained, 

The wild goldfish resembles the cotn- 
mon domesticated Asiatic Carp; and 
Carolaa Lannews, the father of the meexd- 
ern system of classification and nomen- 
clature of animals, placec| the two fishes 
in the «ame genus and called the goldiish 
Cyprinmse ourates, evidently basing hs 
specific name on a golden or cultivated 
example. 

The goldfish may be readily  dis- 
tinevished from the Asiatic Carp, how- 
ever, by the absence of little feshy ap- 
pendages, called barbels, at the corners 
of the mouth. Tn later zoological works 
tt is assigned to the same penus as the 
Crociin Carp, or Kaross, of Evrope and 
western Asin, and its presenteday scien- 
tific mame is: Carassius auralics,

The submerged Spatierdock (see Color 
Plate VIL) is a comparatively new 
aquarium introduction, It has a spade- 


shaped leaf, in contrast with the mosstike 


growth of the Waterweed, The Sunthern 
 yrrens is Valucd especially becanse 
of its “fast” colors; its bright preen 
leaves donot darken in strong light.

Major Dnbrie’s tragic death in July at the hans of 
an unprovoked mob in Tehcrim, the capital city of Persia, where he war the Amer 
can tice-constil, is @ great loss to the Foreign Service of the United States, fe was 
an Americon geatlemar—honarable, considerate, and brave. He served his country 
gailantiy on the jfivtd of battle and ta important diplamitic missions —Tue Eortor. 


E GATHERED our dtunnage, 
— saddles arid packs, dropped off 
f the steamer into a small ‘boat

SIA MINOR 


‘One evening we rode into the village of 
Shehr Kishla. It is-a-sad little place, with 
a tiiserable khan, and there was little of 
interest Save some curious tombstones, 
shaped exactly like gigantic fasks. Shehr 
Kishin enjoys anther distinction: it is 
the geographic center «if Asin Alinor. 

MANY TALES OF DAIGANDS 

At Shebr Kishla, the khanji, a gettin! 
old fellow, brought us ¢ome delicious 
melons aml, as we bathed in them, he 
entertained wa with steries of cheetics 
mil ¢cliberated on the vlangere of the way 
head. le would be better, he said, to 
renin at his khan, where we woul be 
ns sccnre a8 under ourown vine and fg 
tree, until our party was augmented by 
ether trivelers. 

We were always hearing these tales of 
cheeties, and, thotgh on one ocersion. the 
party just ahead of 14 and the party fol- 
owing were wiped out to a-man, through 
five traverses of Asta Minor our outfit 
never suffered molestation, We felt, 
therefore, that the old khanji's solicttude 
fur our welfare was born of his desire 
that we further patronize his khan-rather 
than of real anxiety as to our safety on 
the toad. So we canst off again, 

We ode through @ land forlorn, be- 
tween bare hills, and with never a tree 
in sight. By nightfall we reached a 
Turkish village, were assigned) the guest 
howse, and assured that we “brought joy.” 
It was a fortunate thing in some of these 
villages that we ha) brought something 
hesides joy, for the accormmeadations were 
not elaborate, However, friendly hospi- 
tality makes up for much. 

At this village we added a new dish to 
the dist of gastronomic horrors which we 
had already experienced. “Bulgar,” it 
is called, and ts some mysterious prepara- 
ton of wheat. The rites coincident. to 
its cormstructien battled amit anderstanding, 
but we Were told that its manufactire ts 
no matter of some days" lable. 

SIVAS LURID IISTORY 

We were now less than 30 miles from 
the town of Sivas, and so, getting an early 
start, we left the pack horse to. follow 
with the orderly and pushed ahead, The 
road climbed steadily, and hy ro o'clock 
we had reached an altitede of 5.600 feet, 
where we traversed a pass. We crossed 


470 


another tange of sterile hills and from 
these beheld the town far away in the 
valley below, 

Winding down, we forded a muddy 
stream and at high neon, under a burn- 
ing sun, passed below the citadel-crowned 
hil and made our way through the 
swirling streets (see page 477). 

Sivas has had a lurid history, Pompey, 
TMocletion, and Justinian held it. Under 
the Seljuks it reached its greatest pros- 
perity and its population was reckoned at 
teg,o00 souls, Tn the eleventh century 
it was: captured by the Turkomans, a 
century Inter by the Seljuks.

THE GREAT ROAD OF ASTA MINOR 


Through Sivas passes the Great Read 
of Asia Tate the read over which for 
centuries the caravans from Bagdad to 
Tstamboul have passed. Though it has 
now fallen inte Sl disrepair, it is 
still enormously am nt as a tree 
route from the Black Sea to the interior, 
It was over thr toad we started one 
morning headed for the Black Sea anil 
Sanmstn, 200 miles away, 

In two easy stages we made the town 
af Tokat, having made a descent af some 
thousand feet, Here for the first time we 
SW COT Erowimeg. 

These of ¥ou who ate fatiliar with 
that famots classic of eastern life, “The 
Adventures. of Hap Baba,” will te- 
member that it was at Tokat that Hajj 
Baba was last seen, Though that quaint 
character must long ogo have been gath- 
ered tinto his fictitious fathers, his prote- 
types were m the khon at which we 
stapped. Indeed, in-all probability it was 
the same khan where Hajji was afflicted 
with sore Ulness aril expected to die on 
the third day and where he took the 
culnmel with stich happy effect. 

From Tokat to Amasia is one long or 
two short stages—about 55 miles—and it 
was our mtention to make the distance in 
one dav, Duta late start and the victssi- 
tiles of the road, as well as trouble with 
the pack animal, so delaved ws thot we 
had wot made more than half the distance 
when at 2 in the afternoon. we crossed 


the swift Yeshil Trak (the Iris of the 


ancients) aml rode beneath the ever- 
towering castle which sentinels the town 
of Turkal, Like many other towns of 
Asia Minor, Turkal is short on conven- 
jences, but long on history. But we quite 
forget the discomfort in admiring the 
Dyzantine castle, its walls flame-lit by the 
dying sun.
